Derences or THE AvsTaraN Frontier.—The Revue

We need not stop to ask whether Mr. Mill may not 
have somewhat e the overwhelming power 
of the oligarchial influences in the constituencies 
before 1832. The fact of the election of the Reform 
Parliament seems to show he has. But assuming his 
view of the facts correct, the change in the state of 
facts, since the passing of the Reform Act, is sufficient 
to acquit of inconsistency a change of opinion as to the 
Ballot being a necessary condition of progress. We 
suppose Mr. Mill would admit that he and his political 
friends thirty years back fell short of infallible pre- 
science in imagining Ballot indispensable to progress. 
Bat their object being progress, there is surely no 
dereliction of principle (the only inconsistency wise 
or men need give themselves the slightest 
trouble to disclaim) in ceasing to advocate particular 
means to an end—if those means are objectionable on 
other grounds—which events have proved not to be 

to that end. 

Events have proved that there is no political neces- 
fer Ballot—or, in other words, that political reforms 
improvements make progress without it.

freedom belonged, and upon the admission of
